To 
prepare tlie cake, cream two tahle- 
siioonfiils of butter or otlier sweet 
fat witli salt, and a cup of sugar un¬ 
til well mixed; add an unlienteii egg 
and heat the mixture well before add¬ 
ing a liiilf cupful of milk alternately 
(small amounts at n time) with one 
anil three-fourths cupfuls of sifted 
flour with a tenspoonful of baking 
powder. Bent well to Incorporate as 
much air into the batter as possible 
and bake in a small dripping pan. 

Wheatless War Pudding. —Take one 
cupful of grated raw petiito, the same 
of grated carrot, one teaspoonful each 
of soda and clnrfhraon and one-fourth 
tea.spoonful of cloves, one-hulf cupful 
of inolasses, two tahlespoonfuls of 
corn starch and one-half cupful of 
raisins and one-fourth of a cupful of 
ehoppetl nuts. Mix and steam two 
and f-ne-half hours. Serve with 
Maple Sugar Hard Sauce. —Take 
one-third of a cupful of butter or 
vegetable fat, one cupful of grated 
maple sugar, oue-half toblespoonful 
of vanilla and a tablespoonful of hot 
milk. Cream the fat iHid sugar well, 
(hen add flavoring and the hot milk 
very slowly to prevent curdling. 

Steamed Ginger Pudding. —Mix one- 
third of a cup of shortening, two 
tnlilespoonfuls of sugar, two beaten 
eggs, one cupful of milk, two and 
one-half cupfuls of barley flour, three 
tcnspoonfuls of baking powder, pinch 
of salt, one-fourth of a cupful of 
dropped Canton ginger, one table- 
spoonful of the ginger sirup. Steam 
one and one-lialf hours and serve 
with whipped cream flavored with 
the ginger sirup.

A PARISH CLUB HOUSE 

At a recent meeting of the Vestry 
of the Church of the Ascensi«n, the 
proposal of a Parish Club House was 
.seriously discussed. Since that time 
the rector has placed the matter be- 
for the members of the parish and 
finds that it meets with an unani¬ 
mous approval. 

Step.s are now being taken to com¬ 
plete the plans. The proposed house 
has been submitted to the approval of 
che Bishop and it will no doubt re- 
edve his consent and assistance. 

The proposed building will be erect- 
eel on the lot on the north side of the 
church building and facing on North 
Baldwin Avenue. The plans, when 
completed, will call for a building con¬ 
forming somewhat in architecture to 
the pre.sent church edifice. The hou.se 
will be of two .stories and requiring an 
expenditure of $7,000.00. The first 
story will consist of an auditorium 
with stage, a dining room and kitchen 
for the use of the Woman’s Guild, 
together with two smaller rooms that 
may be used for meeting and club 
purposes. 'The second stoi-y is being 
added for the use largely of the young 
people of the parish. A modem gym¬ 
nasium will be in.stalled, with .sliower 
baths; a small circulating library for 
young |>eople will be added, together 
■v»!th one or two .suitable club roms. 
The gymnasium will be .so arrange<l 
that it can when required be tnme<i 
into- a hall for drilling purposes for 
Boy Scouts or other oragnizations of 
a like nature. Part of the money to 
con.struct such a building has already 
been tentatively promised and just as 
.soon as the plans are completed the; 
matter will be laid before the mem¬ 
bers of the parish and the construc¬ 
tion of the building begun.

CHAPTER II. 


Anson Carlyle, aged twenty- 
three, the ninth in descent from 
Capt. Geoffry Carlyle of Glas¬ 
gow, Scotland, was among the 
heroic Canadian dead at Vimy 
ridge. Unmarried, and the last 
of his line, what few treasures 
he possessed fell into alien 
hands. Among these was a 
manuscript, apparently written 
in the year 1687, and which, 
through nine generations, had 
been carefully preserved, yet 
never^made public. The paper 
was ye'lov'ed and discolored by 
years; occasionally a page was 
missing, and the writing itself 
had become almost indecipher¬ 
able. Much indeed had to be 
traced by use of a microscope. 
■The writer was evidently a man 
of some education, and clear 
thought, but exceeding diffuse, 
in accordance with the style of 
his time, and possessing small 
conception of literary form. It 
editing this manuscript for mod¬
